Report of Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citnzens of the 
Milan School District: 


FOREWORD 


The heaviest burdens of war are carried by youth. They 
fight its battles. In the long years after, they pay much of its 
cost. Even the younger children of wartime are often children 
of neglect. We must keep constantly before us the fact that 
-children cannot delay the growing-up process. What they will 
be, they are now becoming. : 

Whatever may happen to grown-ups, our children must be 
kept safe, strong, and assured. Even during these times, when 
parents are hard pressed with responsibilities, they should realize 
that there is no care so good as that given by devoted parents in 
the home. When parents do a good job by their own children, 
they are doing a vital job for our town, state, and nation. 

The prevention of juvenile delinquency is one of our home 
front problems. Children depend on so many for their chance 
to grow in safety, strength, and security. The home, the school, 
and the community each have a responsibility. Neglect along 
the line is resulting in too many of our youth being crippled in 
mind and heart—tragic casualties of a post-war era. 

Yet these are the citizens of tomorrow. And tomorrows 
soon come. In our hands, as parents and citizens of today, rests 
the obligation to see that on the home front, the foundations of 
morality, religion, and culture are strengthened. 


TEACHERS 

There were no changes in the teaching personnel of the dis- 
trict during the year. At Milan Village, Avis Croteau has Grades 
6-8 and serves as principal; Barbara Potter is the intermediate 
teacher with grades 3-5; and Marion Armstrong is the primary 
teacher with grades 1-2. At West Milan, Bessie Stiles has the 
upper room, grades 5-8, and Fannie Mullins serves as principal 
and teacher of the primary room, grades 1-4. 


NOTES ON THE BUDGET 
The School Board’s total budget for 1949-50 is $29,694.56 as 
compared with $27,144.40 for 1948-49. The budget, last March, 
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was increased by three special appropriations. These were: 
High School Transportation; $1,500.00; Deficiency Appropriation, 
$3,000.00; and Noon Lunch Program, $450.00. The final budget, 
school board’s plus special appropriations, was $32,094.40, and the 
school district’s appropriation $23,594.40. 

The budget for 1949-50 is reduced by an estimated income 
from state aid of $8,500.00 so that the requested appropriation 
is $21,194.56. 

Practically all the items in the budget are about the same 
as last year except transportation, tuition, and janitor service. 
These three items account for an increase of $2,250.00 or ap- 
proximately the difference between the budget submitted last 
year and the one published in this report. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 

There are, at this writing, 126 enrolled in the two schools ; 
41 at West Milan, and 85 at Milan Village. This figure is five 
above the one given at this time last year. We have 34 enrolled 
at Berlin High. 

During the past year there were 114 cases of tardiness in 
the schools. West Milan had a most commendable record with 
but 8 in the two rooms, while the Grammar Room at Milan had 
the poorest record with 64. 

The percentages of attendance were much lower than usual. 
All were below 96%, so fell short of the 97% mark which is 
considered as worthy of special commendation by the State 
Department of Education. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

The school buildings are, for the most part, in very good 
condition. During the summer months the old shed at West 
Milan was removed, the lunch room redecorated, a new chimney 
laid, the cess pool cleaned, and a new pump installed. At Milan, 
the lunch room floor was painted, the heating system changed, 
and new cupboards built in the supply room. The floors were 
sealed in both buildings and numerous other minor repairs and 
improvements made. 

The buildings are quite adequately equipped. New fire ex- 
tinguishers and fire blankets have been placed in each school. 

A special article, to see if the district will authorize the sale 
of the Hodgdon Hill School appears in the warrant.

CONCLUSION 

We have -faith in the youth of America. With proper train- 
ing in the home, the church, and the school, the vast majority 
of our youth will not become cynical and indifferent. 

It is the purpose of the school to do everything possible to 
help train our boys and girls to become active, reliable self- 
supporting citizens, in a democracy. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
to the members of the school board, parents, teachers, and friends 
for the interest they have shown in the schools, and for their 
loyal cooperation during the past year.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish brush and 
woods fires is glad to report a good year of forest protection in 
1948. In spite of danger conditions nearly equalling at times 
those of 1947 when great losses were suffered in New Hampshire 
and New England, fire damage and loss this year have been 
gratifyingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we can 
hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let us remember 
that in any year, over 90% of all fires are caused by carelessness 
and that all of these man-caused fires are preventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for 
many years in the past. Smokers, campers and tourists who use 
our outdoors are also more numerous than ever before. We 
must therefore be ready for fires which might occur but, above 
all, prevention by everyone is the greatest need. 

A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will help, 
as follows: 


(1) Always get a written permit from the warden before 
kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not covered 
with snow. 


(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and tobacco 
before dropping or throwing them down. In automo- 
biles, always use the ash tray. 


(3) Report fires and smoke to the warden without delay. 

The observance of these and other simple rules will go far to 
insure safety from fire damage and your cooperation in this way 
is earnestly solicited.
